Fach individual hair is covered 
with tiny overlapping scales, and 
these tenc to hold a mixture of 
dust and grease that is not given 
up easjfly. A thorough brughing 
is the first step of a successful 
shampoo A good brush with 
resilant, long bristles will carry 
away much of the surface dust. 
If it is a brisk brushing it may 
dislodge some of the dead skin 
coll; on the scalp—those germ 
harboring scales that tend to ac- 
cumitate and cause trouble if 
yor are not caveful, since the 
scrip hai ns way of exorcisiny 
itsolf and working theo off, 

After the brushing, rinse the 
hair to wet It thoroughly and to 
carry away more of the oil and 
dirt. Use a bath spray. No shain- 
po? cyn ‘be really thovcugh with- 
out one. It really gets your hatr 
clean and it rinses perfectly. In 
addition if puts force enough 
back of the water to make it 
pound end tickle and stimulate 
the circulation of the scalp. This 
léaves jt firm and glowing and 
healthy. 

In the mattcr of soap—follow 
the custom of beauty shops — 
have it liquid. Put a bar of your 
{favorite soap into a pint jar or 
into a pranite saucepan, cover 
with boiling water and let stand 
in a hot place until the soap is 
meltesgl. A cup will be enough of 
the liquid soap for three liberal 
sudsings of vour wet hair. (Three 
are necded to do the trick.) 

Hold your head over the wash 
besin and tub in a little of tho 
coip. You needn't pav much 
attonticon to vour hair unless if 
is long. It is the scalp that pets 
inust of the grime and oil und 
dead cells. Spread your thumb; 
anc fineers and massage vigor- 
ously ‘salon ‘the ‘hairline. front. 
back.and sides. Sée that the suds 
is rich and frothy ¢fhough ie cut 
awoy oy! tha.dirt and oil. 

Now uce your bath esas and 
saparatine the hair strand by 
strand let the water trickle and 
pound throush it to remove the 
dirty suds. You are ready for 
a second soaping and you scrub 
just as vigorously as you did the 
first time. Rinse and apply the 
final suds. This can be a briefer 
operation, but the rinsing should 
be: prolonged to insure the re- 
moval of every particle of soap. 
When, your hair reallv squeeks 
hetween your fingers it is dlean 
and vou can give it a final touch 
hy’ .dipying vour head into a 
basin full of water containing 
half a cup of vinegar, the strain- 
ed juice of a lemon or some other 
finishing preparation. 

Use warm, absorbant towels 
and srempye the excess water, 
then use your fingers or wave 
combs to set the waves and curls 
in nlace. 

Be just as fastidious about 
your combs and brushes as you 
are about vour hair. It is fool- 
*“h to wash your hair and then 
fili it with ofl and dust from 
soiled toilet articles. Give your 
brushes and combs a shampoo 
about twice as often as you 
shampoo your hair, using a warm 
soap suds or ammonia to cleanse 
them.

AN SEVERAL states right Low, 
* arbors and vines ate beimg 
Stripped of their luscious harvest 
abd great Lunches of fniely tlav- 
ovred ‘frut are being packed into 
baskets and boxes to find their 
way to tables of grape-lovers all 
over the country. From now un- 
til after Thanksgiving. grapes 
will be plentiful and you can 
serve them daily without fear 
of monotony. 

Not only are there many kinds 
from, but 
when they are not eaten ripe and 
luscious from the hand, you can 
make them into tempting pies, 
desserts, ice creams or ices. Juice 
for cocktails and into salads. 
In additian you .can convert 
those that you can not use im- 
mediately into jellies, jams- con- 
serves and relishes to graec your 
holiday tables later on 


Grape Pie 


The grape pie is so good that 
I will give you its recipe first. 
You will need one quart of blue 
grapes. Wash them and slip the 
grapes out of their skins Save 
the skins. Cook the pulp until it 
js soft, then press through a 
coarse sieve to remove the seeds. 
Mix the pulp, the skins, threc- 
fourths cup sugar, one and one- 
half tablespoons lemon -uice the 
grated rind of one-half orange 
anti one and one-half table- 
spoons quick - cookin: tapioca 
Let stand for five mii.ites. 

In the meantinge prepare a 
rich: pastry and line a pie plate 
with it. Brush the sides and bot- 
tom with melted fat Add one- 
half cup broken walnut meats to 
the grape mixture anc pour into 
the pie si2)}. Cut the remaining 
Pastry into strips, twist them 
and lay criss-cross ove: the top 
of the pie. Moisten the edge of 
the pie and lay a !ong pastry 
Strip around the rim te anchor 
down the strips. Crimip with a 
fork. Bake in a hot oven ten 
injinutes, then reduce the heat 
to moderate and bake twenty 
minutes longer. Chill and serve 
with whipped cream. 


Fried Grapes 


Strange as it muy seem to 
some of you, fried grapes are 
good with lamb chops, and skin- 
ned grapes may be heated and 
served as garnishes for fish 
dishes or chicken a la king. 


Grape Dessert 


The large purple 
halved and seeded them tom- 
bined with broken nut meats 
make an attractive salad that 
can also take the place of des- 
sert. Grapes combine well with 
oranges, or with cottage or 
roquefort cheese and endive for 
zestful salads. Or mix them with 
diced apples—here’s the recipe.

The 
Mahatma did not baptize me or 
immorse me in the holy Ganges. 
as has been reported. Gendht 
hates’ conversion and _ believes 
that all religions are good." 

Miss Slade’s Hindu name 
comes from Miia, a Rajput Prin- 
cess who gave up her position 
to ‘become a worshipper of 
Krishna, and Bai a feminine suf- 
fix. She is also called Mirabehn, 
which means Sister Mira.
